AEE March 11.—A comin 
tee of the American Bar Association 
gently eppointed to investigate the in- 
crease of, crime in the United States has 
decided to report to the annual: meeting 
of the assdciation in San Francisco in 
August that a. remedy for increasing 
Jawlessness is eséential ‘to. the welfare of 
‘the: country. “The decision, it was said, 
was bazed on the testimony of witnesses 
] who appeared here: last week. Further 
hearings will be held in Chicago and 
New York. 

° Several witnesses attributed the in- 
crease: in crimé to the war, to inade-

. quatibelditice and to tagerness of law- 


yers to represent lawbreakers of all de- 
scription. 

The committee which is conducting the 
hearings, consists .of .W. B. Swaney .of 
Chattanooga, Tenn.; former Governor 
Whitman of. New. York, Judge Marcus 
A. Kavanaugh of Chicago, Charles. W. 
Farnham of St. Paul and H. Ellis 
of Washington.

The 
murderer escaped in .an automobile. In 
the béliéf that secrecy might aid a 
quick arrest, ‘the police did not give 
publicity to the killing, until today, but 
their strategy .has not resulted in the 
eapture of the killer. 

County detectives are working on ‘they 
theory that revenge was the motive for 
the murder. “In “the ~ quarter century 
BYunen ‘had ‘traveled around -the ‘coutitry 
with road shows; he was aid to have 
made many enemies and to have lived 
for several years. with the fear of: death 
hanging over him. |

After running a distance of about g00 
yards to the Cambridge flag station on 
the Pennsylvania. Railroad the man es- 
caped in a, Ford coupé left néar the 
tracks. The whole territory betwéen 
Trenton -and . Philadeiphia is being 
Searched ‘for further track of the flight, 
as Riversidé is between those ‘cities, 
about twenty miles from Philadelphia. 
It is qn.the Pennsylvania branch line 
running from Trenton to Atlantic City. 

Although Brunen apparently was at 

peace with the world the moment before 
he died, he had returned home within 
an hour after a thrilling automobile 
race for twenty miles over New Jersey 
roads with men who evidently were 
bent on his destruction. 
* Yesterday morning he took .out his 
automobile alone and went ta Williams- 
town, N. J., twenty. miles away, the 
Winter quarters of. ‘his circus, | the 
Mighty Doris and Colonel Francis Férari 
Combined Shows: He stayed there most 
of the Gay, makirig preparations for ‘the 
annual Spring and Summer tour, 
was to.begin soon; Late in the after.

The arrest of Gandhf méans reyolu-

In Philadelphia the other day Mr. T. 
W. Lamont cheerfully and humorously 
stated that our banks are ceasing to be 
“financial hospitals.” They ‘have long 
had to be that and have cared for some 
distinguished patients. He predicted a 
notable quickening of trade .by Spring 
and that by Autumn “we should be well 
“on the way to that normal prosperity 
“which is the normal heritage' of Amer- 
“jca.” The -séntiment was suited to 
“Smile Week” and also to the facts. 
The stability of the banks' has been re- 
markable. Our industries do not share 
the farmers’ hostility to banks, because 
they are closer to them; and realize that 
the interests of bankers and customers 
are the same. . 

It is no advantage to the farmers of 
North Dakota that their banks ruined 
themselves for the sake of the farmers. 
A bank must save itself to be of use to 
anybody. What the farmers consider 
malicious deflation is only a means of 
keeping the banks solvent. The farmers 
suffered, but they ‘would haye sufféred

A FAMOUS, SOLDIERY. 


The visit of the Prince of WaLEs to 
India revives memories of the Hyderabad 
Contingent, the Nizam’s cavalry, .which 
Lord GoucH once described as “ the best 
irregular horse in the, world.” It was a 
tradition of this.corps ‘that no‘ man 
‘wounded in ‘the back was évér promoted. 
Brig: Gen. R. G. BuRTON tells the story 
of these redoubtable soldiers in The Fort- 
nightly, Review. The Prince who ruled 
the State of Hyderabad and whe was 
loyal to the ‘British through fifty years 
of war and insurrection in India was 
gratefully called.“ Qur Faithful Ally, 
the Nizam.” His subjects were mainly 
Mohammedans of the Pathan or Mughal 
races. The men are natural soldiers, ro- 
bust and. resolute. In the wars between 
the English and the rulers of Mysore the 
Nizam of Hydérabad shared the fortunes 
of the English, defying Hypmt Au and 
Trru Sultan, Colonel Wixs has de- 
scribed the irregular horse which rein- 
forced CORNWALLIS when he made his 
campaign against Seringapatem:

. i now more than a quarter of 
a century since Professor John 

C. Van Dyke began his admir- 

able series of ‘‘ College His- 
tories of Art’ with his own 
clear; compact and adroitly propor- 
tioned narrative of the development 
of the art of painting, from which he 
resolutely omitted any retelling of 
the biographies of the artists, thus 
skillfully centring the attention of 
the student on the successive stages 
of the evolution of the craft itself. 
The second volume in Professor Van 
Dyke's series was Professor Ham- 
lin’s ** History of Architecture,’’ in 
which the same method was followed 
with equally satisfactory results. In 
the past twenty-six years Professor 
Hamlin’s volume has been twice re- 
vised and more than a dozen times 
reprinted; and now it appears reset, 
with new illustrations and with its 
text brought down to date. It has 
been only a little enlarged, having 
increased its pages from 441 to 479, 
and its illustrations from 230 to 236. 
As Professor Hamlin designed his 
book for the instruction of those un- 
familiar with the history of archi- 
tecture, it will not be impertinent 
for me, an ignoramus so far as this 
art is concerned, to testify that his 
is the cleverest, the sanest, the 
soberest and the most illuminating 
volume on this theme that I have 
ever had occasion to examine. I 
had the pleasure of reading it in 
proof; I have reread it more than 
once; and I have again and again 
turned to it for information. It is 
based on ample and exact informa- 
tion; and it is sustained by its 
author's experience in teaching. It 
traces the development of architec- 
ture as an art from the earliest

amagses 
fully studied detail, is the most suc 
cessful monument of the Victorian 
Gothic style. It suffers, however, 
from a confused plan afid from the 
over-minuteness of its decorative 
detail. It cumnot be claimed as a 
successful vindication of the adapt- 
ability. of Gothic forms to structures 
planned and built after the modern 
fashion. The Assize,Courts at Man- 
chester, the New Museum at Ox- 
ford, the gorgeous Albert Memorial 
and the Law Courts at London are 
all illustrations of the same truth. 
They are conscientious, carefully 
Tudied designs, in taste, and 
yet generally unsuited in style to 
their purpose. They are like labored 
and scholarly verse in the foreign 
tongue, correct in form and lan- 
guage, but lacking the naturalness 
and charm of tgue and unfiltered in- 
spiration (pp. 388 and 389). ~ 

It is interesting to note that the 
French were not attracted to neo- 
Greek or to neo-Gothic. They com- 
posed in their own language; they 
used the vernacular with their al- 
most unerring artistic instinct, and 
as a result their architecture profited 
by the preservation of the conti- 
nuity of its tradition. So it is that 
our architects here in America were 
well advised when they put them- 
selves to school in Frafice, the one 
country where there was an insistent 
emphasis on the primary importance 
of the plan and of the external ex- 
pression in the design of the inter- 
nal purpose of the building. When 
we roam through the neo-Greek edi- 
fices of Munich and Berlin and 
through the neo-Gothic structures of 
London, we cannot help suspecting 
that the architect spent his strength 








rude attempts of man to provide 
himself with shelter. It never al- 
lows us to forget thet architéeetural 
advance is always conditioned by the 
improvement and enlargement of the 
methods of building—that is to say, 
by engineering. It is written with 
restraint; it contains no purple 
patches of ‘‘ fine writing,’’ falsely 
so called; it is free from the flam- 
boyant rhapsodies which dazzle and 
distress us in the pages of Ruskin 
and his fellow-rhetoricians. 

are many hotly debated 
questions about which lovers of ar- 
chitecture have spilt a superabun- 
dance of ink, and Professor Hamlin 
deals with these torrid topics without 
heat, so disinterestedly indeed that 
the average reader will be unaware 
of his treading on burning ground. 
And here is one of the most obvious 
advantages of an American historian 
of architecture or painting or sculp- 
ture; he is free from that racial bias 
which Englishmen and Frenchmen, 
Italians and Germans can rarely 
eradicate, even if they diligently de- 
sire to achieve this—an even rarer 
condition. On this side of the At- 
lantic we came too late into the are- 
na to take part in the rivalry of the 
nations which obscures the vision of 
many (if not most) of the European 
historians of art. So it is that an 
American estimate of any artistic 
movement, of its origin, and of its 
achievement, .is likely to be more 
trustworthy, because less racially 
prejudiced, than a European estt- 
mate otherwise equally excellent. 


There is a_plain frankness and| ae 


sturdy common sense in Professor 
Hamlin's account of the neo-Greek 
movement in Germany, with its life- 
less sterility, and of the neo-Gothic 
‘movement in England, with its im- 
mensity of misplaced effort: 

The nineteenth century was an age 
of extraordinary progress along me- 
chanical, scientific and commercial 
lines. * © The modern critical 
and -atitindfion spirit tended to check 
the free and general development of 
“creative imagination, at least in the 
plastic arts. The artistic spirit 
* * © has repeatedly been directed 
in wrong channels. Modern archae- 
ology and the publication of the 
forms of historic art by books and 

- photographs have too exclusively 
fastened attention upon the details

imitation of French models."' That 
there has been not a little direct imi- 
tation of French models and that we 
have too many French chateaus, as 
we have too many English manor 
houses, cannot he denied. But the 
leaders of the profession are already 
reacting inst this tendency, and 
the outstanding achievements of the 
past twenty or thirty years seem to 
show that our architects have been 
able to absorb the principles of the 
art as formulated by their French 
teachers, without feeling boynd to 
apply these principles as a. French 
architect might apply them if he had 
to solve American problems—the sky- 
scraper, for one—wholly unknown in 
France. ‘ Their apprenticeship in 
Paris has fitted them to tackle 
American difficulties in accord with 
American conditions, materials and 
methods. 

Here Professor Hamlin is not in 
accord with M. Jacques Gréber, a 
French architect who has spent 
many months in the United States, 
who bas been employed here in de- 
signing gardens and who has now 
recorded the results of his American 
experiences in two stately folios, 
beautifully printed and sumptuously 
iNustrated. In fact, M. Gréber puts 
in the forefront of his book, on his 
title page, his declaration of faith. 
He calls his work ‘‘ Architecture in 
the United States. Proof of the Ex- 
pansive Force of French Genius.’ 
And yet his frontispiece, facing this 
title page, is a vigorous pen drawing 
of the Woolworth Tower, which does 
not disclose itself as a testimony to 
the expansive force of French genius. 
M. Gréber is continually reminding 
us of the part the French have 
played in the development of Amer- 
ican architecture; he dwells on Major 
L’Enfant’s plan for Washington; he 
credits the New York City Hall to 
Mangin, minimizing the contribution 
of McComb; he even ascribes Fan- 
euil Hall to a Frenchman, and he 
asserts that the Pan American Build- 
ing in Washington was designed 
by a Frenchman. 

Obviously, (M. Gréber overstates 
his -case; but he has a Case, and it 
is well for us to be reminded that 
our debt to the French began long 
before Richard M. Hunt went to 
Paris seventy years ago and worked 
under Lefuel on the pavilions which 
connect the Louvre and the Tull- 
eries. 

And it would be unfair to M. Gré- 
ber to imply that he is indisposed to 
appreciate the importance and the 
power of recent American architec 
ture. The contrary is the case, and 
as he prepared his survey of -our 
achievements in architecture not for 
American students bot for French, 
he is frequent and he is emphatic in 





- calling the attention of his country- 


men to American devices and meth- 





ods and improvements which might 
be adopted in France. He takes de- 
light in the roof gardens of our ho- 
tels. His praise for our piumbing 
arrangements may fairly oc called 
enthusiastic. He approves of our 
sun pariors and our dining porches. 
He calls attention to the convenience 
of the spacious and multiplied closets 
of our dwellings. He describes at 
length the organization of our coun- 
try clubs, and he recommends their 
imitation in France. As might be 
expected, he makes unjustifiable 
generalizations from time to time. 
For example (pp. 39 and 40), he de- 
scribes a ‘‘ reception room’’ as a 
small bedroom with bath on the 
drawing-room floor ready to receive 
the unexpected guest. 

Although M. Gréber is inclined. to 
overestimate the French influence 
on American architecture, and al- 
though he gives too little space to 
what is most characteristically 
American in our architecture, our 
wooden country residences evolved 
to satisfy our own needs, his survey 
is ample and his tone is cordial. He 
deais first with our domestic archi- 
tecture, city and country residences 
and apartment houses. This leads 
him to our garden cities, of which 
Forest Hills is an example. Then he 
studies our farm buildings, confin- 
ing his attention mostly to the elabo- 
rate establishments of ‘‘ gentlemen 
farmers,’’ so called. A consideration, 
first of our clubs and then of our 
hotels, closes the fi volume. In 
the second he starts with a study of 
our skyscrapers and other commer- 
cial buildings, laying stress upon the 
engineering problems which have 
been triumphantly solved. This leads 
him naturally to our factories, our 
custom houses and our railroad sta- 
tions. Then he turns to our schools 
and universities, our museums and 
our churches. After a few pages on 
the Military Academy at West Point 
and on our h itals, he 
our awakened interest in city plan- 
ning and in public parks. He ends 
with a page or two on our commem- 
orative monuments—and this is per- 
haps the only part of his book which 
is distinctly disappointing. 

Interesting as is M. Gréber’s text, 
its interest for French students must 
be doubled by the illustrations which 





Gréber has eschewed the ugly and 
unfortunate and chosen for repro- 
duction only the beautiful and the

and jong out of print, is the bible 
of Lincolniana, on which most of the 
modern Lincoln texts are based— 
often without credit to the author, 
and frequently without knowledge of 
whence the material was derived.

McNeil soon became the shining 
star both personally and as the. busi- 
ness pioneer of New Salem. Anne, 
the village prize, succumbed early 
to his charms.

According to Heri- 
don, Anne “ was a beautiful girl, and 
by her winning ways attached peo- 
ple to her so firmly that she soon 
became the most popular lady in the 
village.

His family (he said) was 
an old and respectable one in New 
York; but his father had gone bank-- 
rupt and he (McNamar) had formed 
the romantic plan of disappearing 
into the Golden West, piling up a 
quick fortune.and coming back to lift 
his aged father and mother from 
despair. - He had changed his name 
to McNeill to avoid pursuit. He now 
found himself comparatively pros- 
perous, owned a snug farm seven 
miles north of New Salem, and was 
going back to bring his family out 
to. enjoy his fortunes with him.

Destroying af- 
fection by intercepting letters has 
been plotted since the days of Lucia 
di Lammermoor; but to be respon- 
sible for letters of one’s rival was, to 
say the least, an additional strain. 
There is every reason to suppose that 
he was exactingly honest.

** For almost a month he was con- 
fined to his room, and.a portion of 
the time was unconscious. He told 
no one around him his real name, 
destination, or business. He knew 
how his failure to write would be 
construed, and the resulting irrita- 
tion gave way to a. feeling of des- 
peration.

Her friends encouraged the idea of

their minds a change of sentiment. 
* * * Anne’s lady friends, strange 
to relate, did more to bring about 
a discordant feeling than all others. 
Women are peculiar creatures. They 
love to nettle and mortify one an- 
other; and when one of their own 
sex has fallen, how little sympathy 
they seem to have! But under all 
this fire, in the face of all these 
insidious criticisms Anne remained 
firm. She had faith, and bided her 
time.’’ 

Lincoln now began to court Miss 
Rutledge in dead earnest, thinking 
all the silken ties which bound Anne 
and McNamar must by this time be 
dissolved. “As he pleaded and 
pressed his cause the Rutledges and 
all New Salem encouraged his suit."’ 
Although the young lady had prob- 
ably by this time grown out of her 
childhood infatuation (McNamar 
having been-gone for nearly a year) 
and although an intense mutual pas- 
sion had grown between herself and 
Lincoln, she remained firm in her 
quixotic but deeply rooted sense of 
justice to an absent lover. 

** She was passing through another 
fire. A long struggle with her feel- 
ings followed; but at length the in- 
‘evitable moment came, she consented 
to have Lincoln, provided he gave her 
time to write to McNamar and ob- 
tain his release from her pledge. 
The slow-moving mails carried her 
letter to New York. Days and 
weeks—which to the ardent Lincoln 
must have seemed painfully long— 
passed, but the answer never came. 
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door was closed and he was left alone 
with her. What was said, what 
vows and revelations were made dur- 
ing this sad interview were known 
only to him and the dying girl. A 
Yew days afterward she became un- 
sonscious and remained so until her 
leath on Aug. 2, 1835. She was 
euried in what is known as the Con- 
eord Graveyard, about seven miles 
northwest of the town of Feters- 
burg. "’ : 

Sentimentalists declared that Anne 
died of a broken heart; her brother 
and the community at large ascribe 
it to brain fever. 

Two months later the man whose 
strange cond was responsible for 
Anne’s death drove into New Salem 
on a prairie schooner with his wid- 
owed mother and two brothers! So 
much of the story was true. It re- 
quires no cynic, however, to suspect 
that during the interim his vows to 
Anne had not overmuch worried 
John McNamar, the handsome wan- 
derer. 

When Lincoin left Anne’s bedside 
his face showed ‘‘ unmistakable 
agony,"" and when Anne actually 
died and was buried his grief be- 
came frantic. Lamon tells us that 
he lost all self-control, even the con- 
sciousness of his identity, and that 
every friend he had in New Salem 
Pronounced him ‘‘ mad, crazy, in- 
sane,"’ ‘‘ He was watched with a 
special vigilance,’’ William Green re- 
ports, ‘‘ during storms, fogs, damp, 
gloomy weather for fear of an acci- 
dent. - At such times he raved pite- 
ously, declaring among other ex- 
pressions of his woe, ‘I tan never 
be reconciled to have the snow, rain 
and .storms to beat upon her 
grave!’ ** 

In a lecture delivered in the Sanga- 
mon County Court House, Illinois, 
November, 1866 (Lincoln was as- 
sassinated April 14, 1865), Herndon 
quotes Lincoin’s ravings. The writer 
has seen the printed copy of this lec- 
ture; but the fact that no parts 











in| thereof were included even in Hern- 


don’s first edition, together with the 
question why any one should take 
notes of Lincoln’s ravings, leads one 
to take them with a, grain of salt. 
Says Herndon: ‘‘ Imagine (Lin- 
coin) racked in heart and body, in 
mind and soul, not forgetting the ém- 
mediate and proximated cause of his 
condition. He must naturally and 
necessarily speak and utter what is 
in his mind; sharply and incoher- 
ently, sadly and wildly. Hear him: 
}* ‘ What a time for joy today in 
town; the men and women look so 
happy all through the village. Ah 
me! No. Not today; it’s night. 
There's a trick in it, and where's 
the fallacy? * * * Where am I? 
What strange woods are these? 
These strange hills I've never. seen 
before, and the valleys at my feet 
have no more familiar face for me. 
** * Who cheats me? and for what? 
I am sad; and thou, sweet bird of 
night, sing on thy tune. Ah! Who's 
that? ‘Tis her I love. This path 
and hill I know. Yet ’tis strange, 
uncommon strange. * * * Who 
am I and what * * * that come 
and go like chance. There, the cock 
crows. Did I not read—but stay, 
did I not read law beneath the shade 
of this tree, grinding around the 
sun? I love her! Oh!

more frequent and alarming. 
then that he began to repeat with a 
feeling that seemed to inspire every 
listener with awe, and to carry him 
to the fresh grave of Anne at every 
one of his solemn periods, the lines 
entitled ‘ Immortality; or, Oh! why 
should the spirit of mortal be 
proud?’ He muttered them as he 
rambled through the woods or walked 
by the roaring Sangamon. He was 
heard to mutter them to himself as 
he slipped into the village at night- 
fall after a long walk of six: miles 
and an evening visit to the Concord 
graveyard.”’ 

The fact is that Lincoln 4as never 
precisely the same man again. He 
became as keen and active as ever— 
more so, since he was forced to rely 
on distributed friendships. But, like 
Little Billee, that part of his brain, 
or nervous system, where the affec- 
tions are seated, seems to have been 
paralyzed. Thereafter he turned 
from one woman to another, need- 
ing them in general rather than in 
particular : 


Herndon says: ‘‘ He never ad- 
dressed another woman, in my opin- 
ion, as * yours affectionately,’ and 
characteristically refrained from the 
word * love." He signed his name 
*¥our friend, A. Lincoin.’"' A 
year or two afterward he told a col- 
league in the Legislature that “* al- 
though he appeared to enjoy life rap- 
turously, yet when he was alone 
he was so overcome by depression 
that he did not dare to carry a 
pocket knike.’’ : 

Five years later Lincoln wrote to 
a famous specialist describing his 
mental condition, and showed parts 
of his letter to his close friend, 
Joshua Speed. Speed believes that 
the part which Lincoln would not di- 
vulge referred to Anne Rutledge. 

After Lincoln’s election to the 
Presidency (twenty-five years after 
the death of Anne and eighteen 
years after Lincoin’s marriage!) an 
old New Salem friend, Isaac Cogdale,- 
called on him at the State House. 
Abe asked him to come in ‘‘ about ean 
hour by sundown’’ when the 
company would be gone. After some 
intimate conversation the President- 
elect shifted the talk to the Rut- 
ledges, Greens and Armstrongs, Cog- 
dale finally asked whether the story 
about Lincoln and Anne was true. 

“* Ike,”* said he, “* it is true—true, 
indeed. I have constantly watched 
their movements and have loved the 
name of Rutledge to this day."’ 

** Did you run a little wild about 
the matter, Abe? ”’ 

“* IT did, really. I ran off the track. 
* * * | did honestly and truly 
love the girl and think often, often 
of her now.”’ 

Lincoln's second courtship, gro- 
tesque as the first was tragic, be- 
gan fifteen months after Anne Rut- 
ledge was in her grave. One can- 
not, however, agree with biographers 
who state that this new adventure 
indicates lack of depth in the Rut- 
ledge episode. On the contrary, 
Lincoln’s morbid reasonings lead to 
the suspicion that his mind was not 
yet fully recovered; that although 
the will to marry was there the wires 
of feeling were still disconnected, and 
that he was able at the best to open 
only a small section of his many 
sided, mysterious personality.

RST of all, you are struck 

by the lack of automobiles. 

Only little by little, having 

come to Berlin from Paris, do 

you realize the fact that you 
can cross the street without risking 
your life. Whereas, when you 
launch yourself on that most peril- 
ous of present-day adventures, the 
trip from one Paris sidewalk to an- 
other, you regret not having made 
your will and forgiven all your ene- 
mies, in Berlin you soon become a 
regular daredevil of a street-crosser. 
I have known mysel# to pause half 
way in crossing Unter den Linden 
and look nonchalantly up and down 
the roadway—twirling my cane, 
mind you—as if daring a man-eating 
taxi to come and devour me. Think 
of doing that on the Place de Il’Opéra 
in Paris! You would never he able 
to decide (assuming you survived 
the ive impacts) which hit 
you first: a taxi, a delivery wagon 
or a motor bus! 

After Paris, the_streets of Berlin 
seem positively bereft of motor traf- 
fic. At a conservative estimate, I 
should say that there are about ten 
times as many autos in Paris as 
there are in Berl Theré are taxis 
galore in the Prussian metropolis, 
and there are private cars and com- 
mercial cars, but they don’t get in 
each other's way, and, inciden- 
tally, threaten to eliminate pedes- 
trians from the life of the city, as 
they do in Paris. Each bowls along 
with quite a respectable distance 
separating it from the next one. A 
single henk sometimes reverberates 
along a whole block. There is none 
of that curb-to-curb jam, that babel 
of chugging and profanity, that drip 
and stench of gasoline, those superb 
acrobatic leaps and snakelike wrig- 
gies of the populace Gaught bétween 
sidewalks, which are the salient 
characteristics of Paris today. ‘‘ To 
the victor belong the automobiles.”’ 
All who have compared Paris and 
Berlin thoroughfares within the last 
few months will willingly subscrihe 
to that statement. 

Next, you soon realize that there 
is a great difference in the crowds 
which throng the principal thor- 
oughfares of the two cities. There 





are numerous people on Berlin 
streets, but they don’t look as if 
they were enjoying themselves. 


They look as if they had come away 
from home on an important errand 
and wanted to scuttle back home just 
as soon as they had done that er- 
rand. There is a vague look in 
many an eye, as if its owner were 
about to ask: 
am I dreaming or did sompthing hit 
Germany in 19187 "’ 


There is none of the zest and|,, 


‘* go’ and joy of life that fill the 
crowds watking up and down, up 
and down, on the Paris boulevards 
for the mere pleasure of doing it. 
There is none of the style that one 
sees in the garments and bearing of 
those who thread the Rue de la Paix 
and gather around thé tea tables of 
the Rue de Rivoli and the Champs- 
Elysées. Berlin is sore and beaten 
and bewildered, and nothing shows 
its complex and disgruntied state of 
mind better than its street throngs. 

And then there is another and a 
very important reason why Berlin 
_ streets lack the gayety and bDrilliancy 
of the streets of Paris. Whereas, in 
Paris, tourists from foreign coun- 
tries are to be met in thousands and 
tens of thousands, just as-if_there 
had never heen a war, the foreign 
tourist element is almost totally 
lacking in Berlin. And not until 
one has seen the two cities as they 
are at present can ‘one realize the 
tremendous part which foreigners— 
and, most especially, Americans— 
play in giving speed and color and 
ginger to the street life of European 
capitais. 

Paris, from the tourist point of 
view, is a ‘* boom "’ town. Not in 
the gayest’ pre-war seasons was s0 
much English talked there; not in 
the most piping times of peace did 
South America send such shoals of 
its Spanish-speaking natives to help 
make the French language a back 
number on the Place Vendéme and 
the rest of the cities which have al- 
~at- 
And 
when an invading army of foreigners 
primarily of persons 
bent on enjoying themselves, who 
have déferred thoughts of business 
worries until they go home, jt is 
sure to lend an especially joyous 
tinge to the city which it invades.

Paris, never conspicuous for mourn- 
fumess under any conditions, just 
now positively glistens and flashes 
and sparkles with the gayety that it 
absorbs from the 'care-free host of 
foreigners within its gates. 

Not so Berlin. : 

First, very ‘few tourists now visit 
Berlin. The city which was Wil- 
heim Hohenzollern’s capital, the 
hub of Prussianism_and militarism; 
where the Junkers who aimed to 
domimate the world laid their 
schemes, does not appeal—yet—to 
the care-free tourist bent on en- 
joying a trip abroad. The shadow 
of the war still hangs over Berlin. 
In spite of low prices, the bulk of 
the tourist army still omits Germany 
im its invasion of Europe. Another 
reason, that, for the astonishing 
number of foreigners to be seen in 
many .of them, 


travel In Europe more evenly dis- 
tributed, would be .gayly promenad- 
ing along Unter den Linden instead 
of swelling the throngs on the boule- 
vards. 

The bulk of the foreigners who go 
to Berlin today go there on business. 
And when a man goes to a place on 
business he goes in a very solemn 
spirit. The face of the average 
foreigner in Berlin betrays him. -He 
is thinking of selling goods, not buy- 
ing wine. He emerges from his ho- 
tel, gazes vacantly at the bronze 
quadriga over the Brandenburger 
Tor, glistening in the Winter sun- 
light, and seems to murmur: ‘* Cost 
of production. Raw materials. Price 
f. o. b. ."" Oh, he suggests 
anything but joy! He does not 
gtve the impression—so often ema- 


that he cannot much longer 

from executing a Highland fling in 
public and kissing the nearest pretty 
girl. 

And then the women-folk of the 
foreigner in Berlin! They gather, 
just as they do in Paris, at certain 
gilded haunts, there to consume tea, 
watch every one who comes in or 
goes out, and comment on the latest 
styles in dress and the achievements 
of the most modern school of face- 
painting. And yet—why is it that a 
woman accompanying her husband 
on a business trip is different from 
one just ‘‘ doing Europe ’’ with her 
husband? Why does the fact that 
her husband is off wrangling about 
discounts with a fat German manu- 
tacturer stick out all over her? You 
drop in to the lobby of the Adion in 
Berlin. look over the throng of wo- 
men at the tea tables there, see a 
reflective look on the face of some 
wife among them, and say to your- 

> “ She is whether

Next ‘to the ak of 
biles and tourists on Berlin streets, 
the most striking feature is the 
presence of dirt. Before the war, 
Berlin was famous as the cleanest 
capital of Europe. Now, however, 
it is very dirty. The present Ger- 
man Government is worried about 
so many things, foreign and domes- 
tic, that it seems to have quite for- 
gotten the little matter of street- 
cleaning. As a resuit, you need a

But most of the shortcomings of 
present-day Berlin are forgiven 
when the foreign visitor considers 
the prices of things. Four months 
ago, when I was here tast, I was 
introduced to the joys of being 
what Germans call “‘ Valutastark *’ 
—of having my money ‘in dollars and 
thus being abie to get, in exchange 
for them, a fabulous number of 
German marks. In those days the 
Berlin banks would give you, rough- 
ly, 100 marks for a doilar. Later

in the Autumn the mark took a big 
tumble downhill—in November Ger- 
man exchange was around 300 
marks to the dollar—and then it 
managed to right itself somewhat,

The Berlin hotelkeepers, restau- 
rant men and others who minister 
to the foreigner lost no time in run- 
ning up prices from the September 
level.

He believed in the impulse of love, 
the revelation of the God within him, 
as against any tame compliance with 
the inferior God of customary wor- 
ship; his appeal was not that of 
selfish human passion against the 
divine decree, but of the poet’s high- 
er conception of God as against the 
lower conception of popular religion. 
Such a stand, whatever we may 
think individually, is growing more 
and more prevalent among active 
minds in the Christian Church to- 
day. Less stress is being laid on 
dogmas and sacraments, and a 
greater community of spirit is 
being felt with non-Christian forms 
of worship. Dean Inge, perhaps. the 
dominant figure in the Church of 
England, goes so far in his recent 
volume as to call himself a neo- 
Platonist and to proclaim openly the 
failure of organized religion. Only 
the other day we heard a prominent 
clergyman in an American pulpit 
declare that, since love had become 
the fulfilling of the law, the only 
heresy must be not of the head but 
of the heart. This would make all 
idealistic creeds in. themselves of 
equal value. According to such in- 
terpretation Shelley is not an anti- 
Christian but a super-Christian. 

In the last paragraph we have di- 

from Professor Strong's 
treatment. Let us return to his con- 
clusion, which emphasizes Shelley's 
belief in human perfectibility, main- 
taining that here he carries the the- 
ory of evolution quite logically into 
the realm of the spirit. Apropos of 
this we may cite the preface of 
Bernard Shaw's ‘* Back to Methuse- 
lah.’* Shaw, like Lowes Dickin- 
son (e. g., in ‘* The Magic Flute "') 
and many other living philosophers, 





acknowledges a clear debt to Shelley. 
The Methuselah preface shows that 
the philosophic concept of evolution 
was very much in evidence by Shel- 
ley’s time. A certain Lorenz Oken, 
in a volume published in 1809, speaks 
of natural science as ‘‘ the everiast- 
ing transmutations of the Holy 
Ghost in the world,’’ which Shaw 
finds ‘‘ a significantly good scientific 
shot."’ In the entire volume Shaw 
comes out clearly as a mystic along 
the lines of T. Troward's remark- 
able book, ‘‘ The Creative Impulse in 
the Individual.’’ Man’s will can and 
does transform the physical world, 
is the contention. But there is, of 
course, always the resistance of 
chance, of circumstances, which rep- 
resents the problems of good and 
evil. Professor Strong takes Shel. 
ley in this dilemma to be essentially 
a Hegelian, a believer that in our 
present state good is manifested 
through evil, its opposite. Shelley 
appreciated the value of reason as a 
practical helper in the struggle, but 
learned in the end to subordinate its 
sanction to that of love.- In the 
light of evolution, Professor Strong 
su . “ Prometheus’’ and 
** Hellas’ contain ‘“‘ much more 
than an ‘exquisite reminder given to 
man of an ideal which he will never 
realize, but which ft is good for him 
occasionally to behold. They contain 
the actual symbol of that which may 
yet be—which, indeed, must be—if 
man’s progress, despite its imperfec- 
tions and frustrations, be on the 
whole an upward one making for an 
increased love of his kind.’’ 

The other two essays on Shelley 
contain much helpful appreciation, 
but lack the special authority of the 
first. ‘‘ The Symbolism of Shelley "’ 
explains the poet’s fondness for the 
image of the Veil, especially in 
speaking of Life and Time as the 
veil of Eternity. Shelley always di- 
vined the wdrid of Reality as very 
close to him and sometimes in 
trances as actually visible through 
the mists of Appearance. He also 
uses the allegory of the voyage in 


the wind, or an island as almost 
equally typical, so rich is the store 


abound almost equally with these of 








hope and beauty. The. peculiar 
vividness of these images is account- 
ed: for by instances of Shelley's sus- 
ceptibility to hallucination, especial- 
ly the one when, walking by moon- 
light shortly before his death, he 
saw Byron's dead child, Allegra, 
“rise from the sea.and clap its 
hands in joy, smiling at ‘him.’ 
These sinister phases Professor 
Strong takes as representing the 
poet's despair in failing to realize 
his vision of the Ideal. Particularly 
was this the‘case in actual life with 
respect to Platonic love, in which 
the chief objects, Elizabeth Hitch- 
enér and .Emilia Viviani, disillu- 
sioned him utterly. Shelley's in- 
tensity always drove him from one 
extreme to the other in the Hege- 
lian duality of the heart, which 
** hopeth all things,’’ and the mind, 
whieh, probes and distrusts. An- 
other striking phase of Shelley's 
symbolism—the material of these 
two studies often overlaps—is his 
reversal of the ordinary interpreta- 
tion, e. g., taking the serpent, or 
meteors as typifying Goodness and 
Beauty. This is, of course, a sim- 
ilar tendency to his transfiguration 
of the rebel Prometheus. 

The ‘‘ Essay on Nature in Words- 
worth and Meredith,’’ though some-

Meredith, 
however, though insisting that the 
essence of the visible world was not 
matter but spirit, denies the perma- 
nence of human personality. Nature, 
for him, can but stimulate the rea- 
son with the command: “‘ Accept 
and obey.’’

Down at the 
Waldorf-Astoria is the exhibition of 
the Independents, and where should 
we be if there were not some means 
of ‘keeping the equilibrium in the 
vast structure of the exhibition 
world! No one need trouble his soul 
about the art world. That will take 
care of itself and its equilibrium, 
without intervention from without. 
But the exhibitions of a great city 
have a definite effect upon its citi- 
zens, and if we are not to have a 
one-sided, semi-paralyzed public, the 
movements of art throughout all the 
civilized countries should be repeated 
with a true rhythm in our exhibition 
galleries. «New York within the past 
decade has grown up and accepted 
this responsibility—without recogniz- 
ing it as a responsibility; has just 
naturally shouldered its burden of 
metropolitan and cosmopolitan. sig- 
nificance. The health of mind such 
a condition engenders in the citizens 
of a metropolis cannot be realized at 
once.

The beauties 
are not court ladies, however, but 
sofas, chairs, commodes, torchéres, 
tables, &c., of the finest Georgian 
type, than which nothing im furni- 
ture is much finer. Here is a sofa 
long and deep, designed for a niche, 
and covered with needlework in 
splendid condition, strong reds and 
blues, the design embodying hunt- 
ing features that would have pleased 
tae impassioned huntsman Washing- 
ton was. Here are side tables of 
satinwood with mahogany moldings, 
one with a medallion painted by An- 
gelica Kauffmann, a classic motive 
clumsily drawn, and near by stand 
two torchéres with the true Adam 
delicacy and firmness of line. It 
would be a beauty room without the 
pictures. The pictures not only 
adorn but dignify it. The Romney, 
a portrait of Colonel John Redhead, 
has the force and character of Rom- 
ney’s versions of masculine physiog- 
nomies; the Lawrence is a remark- 
ably pretty portrait of Elizabeth 
Belgrave, Marchioness of Westmin- 
ster, and at the present moment fa- 
mous for the fact that she was still 
living when ‘‘ The Blue Boy '” came 
into the possession of her family.

At the Kennedy Galleries we swing 
back to Washington and that Ameri- 
ca from which came all the news of 
Dr. Franklin at 72 sailing for 
France, and the prodigious victory of 
General Howe, and other misinfor- 
mations. Here is a print of the 
gathering in Independence Hall. 

The print is from a plate engraved 
by Durand from Trumbull’s small 
original picture, and it is said by 
Dunlap that Durand did a little cor- 
recting on his own responsibility. So 
the portraits of the canny heroes 
probably are good enough, and the 
portrait of the big paneled room 
with its heavy lambrequins and 
stately cornice and French-looking 
chair undoubtedly is quite correct. 
That is the way one thinks of Colo- 
nial America, a place of big rooms 
and fine woods and thick draperies;

Galleries. It is said to have been 
the most important collection of its 
kind ever brought together by @ 
private party. Its interest centres 
not alone in its legal sphere, but also 
around the historical events of the 
most fascinating periods in American 
history. : 

Justice Benedict, in a foreword to 
the sale, said that Nicholas Trott, 
Chief Justice of South Carolina, 
formed, about 1715, the first collec- 
tion of American Colonial statutory 
law. By comparison with the well- 
known collection made by Charles R. 
Hildeburn for Charlemagne Tower, 
and now in the Pennsylvania His- 
torical Society’s library in Phila- 
delphia, the first collection seems 
rather meagre. oie 

In forming his collection, Judge 
Benedict said, naturally the statute 
laws of his own State and City of 
New York in the Colonial and con- 
stitutional period presented the most 
pttractive field of research, hence the 
New York section of the library con- 
tains items of greater rarity than 
were found in respect to, most of the 
other Colonies, although of the latter 
there were many scarce items. 

The highest price of the entire sale 
was $3,000, which H. H. Frost Jr. 
paid for the first compiled laws of 
New York, “ printed’ and sold by 
William. Bradford, printer to their 
Majesties King William and Queen 
Mary.’* The book, a small folio, is 
dated 1604. Bradford was the first 
printer in New York. There were no 
less than twenty-six publications by 
him in the sale. The book is one of 
eight known copies, and the only one 
known to be in a private collection. 

The second highest price,- $2,100, 
was paid by James F. Drake for the 
rare second revision of the New York 
laws, also printed by Bradford in 
1710. It.came from the De Puy 
library. The third highest price was 
$1,500, paid by the New York State 
Library for another copy of the 1710 
edition, which had the bookplate of 
Charles Carroll, a barrister of Balti-

CES of albumen, high blood 
i ure, and sometimes low 
lood pressure and slight thick- 
ening of arteries, are signals that sug- 
gest the importance of taking preven- 
tive measures against the organic dis- 
eases which are now on the increase 
and which are responsible for the mor- 
tality in the United States at middle 
life and later. 
Thickening of the arteries is very 
common in middle life and old age, but, 


strictly speaking, is not normal at any . 


age. The examinations of the Insti- 
tute show that in a-remarkably large 
percentage of cases thickening of the 
arteries is present in: very young people. 
As this process is a very slow one, .it

In 1919~a British economist, ,a good 
deal interested in the derhand then cur- 
rent for a radical reduction in wages, 
made a study of. historic records’ to 
learn, if possible, whether the “hoisting 
of wages during wars invariably re- 
sulted ‘in a return to prewar scalés, as 
people were demanding. The results of 
his study ere highly illuminating. By 
great good fortune he found intact In the 
archives a complete account of the costs 
and wages paid in the building of the 
Tower of London, Westminster: Cathe- 
dral and @ number of other public bulld- 
ings built, or in process of bullding, 750 
years ago. The records he) uncovered 
applied only to the building trades, 
of course, yet they were undoubtedly 


typical. ‘ 
The Important. Fact. 

In .these .records he found that: the 
‘average wage of a carpenter’ 750 years 
ago was 5 cents a day.’ No light ‘was 
thrown on’ what, 5 cents would buy at 
that time, but that is, immaterial. In 
1913, the year before. the outbreak of the 
great war, the average dally wage of the 
British carpenter was, roughly, $5.a day. 
In other words, it had taken 750 -years 
to bring bis wage from 5-cents to $5.4 
day. This was important, but it was the
